Discourse by Miss Jennie B. Hagan, De- 
Uvered Before the First Society of Spir- 
itualista at Adelphi Hall, New York, 
Sunday Morning, April 6th, 1890.

Good friends, it ig with pleasure that 

I again give you greeting upon thia de- 
lightful, thie beautiful Easter morning. 
I bave the pleasure of bearlnog a mes 
sage from tbe Spiritual Association of 
Buffalo, where Mr. J. W. Dennis Is 
President, of good will and greeting to 
the Spirituslists of this assoclation. My 
labor for the past month upon the Sab. 
batts bas been with the people of Buf. 
falo, and we bave had a most succe-sful 
course of Jectures and a most kindly 
audience. On our anniversary, know- 
ing that I was to return here, these 
words were extended from Mr. Dennis 
to your chairman and society. 

Returning to you upon Ester morn- 
ing, after the supp sed to be stormy 
ene diaagreeable month of March, we 
find that barch bas been trying to be 
July, and psrtof the time it has seemed 
like April, and again ste tried to as- 
sume the garments of May. It has even 
had the assurance to bring out a few 
May bluesoms and decorate its usually 
stern countenance with a little wreath 
blossoms. The messages sent up by 
the winds from Lake Erle were not 
cold and frozen as usual. It may be 
possible that the world ia getting better 
natured, and has taken this way of 
showing {ts pleasure. 

I will take for my first tople, “Ie it 
not beyond the ability of man to crucify 
the real Christ?” and with It the subject 
“Easter,” 

It bas never especially mattered in 
the great world wbere we Jive whether 
the real principle was expreesed in one 
or one thousand individuslities, It 
gradually came to people—to the many 
—regardlesa of time; its first efforte and 
first fruite were diepersed among us. In 
the real Christ apirit we must remem- 
ber that the great tenderness of a divine 
principle long ere the coming of the 
Nazarene into tbla world was expressed 
by other beinge and other people. The 
same great truth that burat forth from 
all the reformera of by-gone ages was 

(bat exquisite truth that tbe Christ 
child uttered snd reiterated in the early 
prime of His glorinus manhood. The 
Christ principle belongs to no one tribe 
or nation. It isnot all among the an 


great truths, the same divine law, the 
same expression in other formsof thla 
everlasting aud triumphant truth that 
we term with all earnestness our Christ 
spirit. No matter whether under the 
ebining suue of Indla or in the cold 
northern lands, the truth begins to 
grow, it gradually spreads its delicate 
wing, it finally reaches its tender 
stems upward, avd at last blooms in 
the tropics as a blossom of exquisite 
coloring aod brightness and displays its 
wonderful flora, or with more delicate 
and smaller and perhaps varied color 

ing, it proves in the north that it still 
belongs to the great and wondrous na- 
ture of botany. Everywhere it brings 
forth its blossums, it produces its re- 
eulte, In one way or another finally 
the qualities of the great truths come 
to us, and in the utterances of God's 
gentle truth and everlasting light of a 
divine lovr, no matter what name we 
give it, what term we apply to it, will 
blossom forth in its own divine sweet- 

ness and gend its blessing and fragrance 

through the world. 

Down in the valleys of the world are 
the rich meadows that are produc:d 
and nourished by the streams of water 
that flow through tbem, and along the 
hillsides and up towards the mountains 
Were are (he same processes of growth 
and strength. Higher along we find 
only the lichens and the delicate mosses 
tbat are expressed in Nature’s vocabul- 
ary, aud elil! higber, on the tops of the 
mountains, are the co'd, white passion- 
lees snows. Man climbs with eager in- 
sistence toward tbe roseate coloring of 
the sunshine, aod declares be shall in- 
deed be glorified. As be eagerly, yet 
wearily, toils for this ascendancy, at 
last he gaina ijt, but standing there in 
the white, fr zen solitude and silence he 
leans eagerly outward and looks back 
toward the green valleys, the moist 
streams and the exquisite follage, and 
be feels in that clear light and amid 
that awesome grandeur that he at firet 
can bardly breathe and longs for more 
perfect contact with the smaller valleys 
down below. 

However, after a time the man may 
discover that the sun sbjoing upon the 
white snow on the mountain tup is 
slowly melting its whiteness, and chang- 
ing it from the Ice and snow into tbe 
eternally sparkling liquid that fills the 
fountains and enriches the valley, and 
through the wonderful process of the 
continual fountains in the valley we 
can find support aod existence Jn the 
white snows of shloing glory there. 
And in tbis manner we discover how 
the great principles tbat stand far above 
us fa their whiteness and purity, In 
their divine presence aud eacredness, 
are giving freshness and brightness to 
the simplest and most narrow lives 
down in the valley of our bumilation. 
We can discern thal from these vast 
peaks of glory we gain continual sup- 
port for the ruoning streams and spark 
lpg fountains of every day life. 

Now in Just thls manner do we con- 
sider the grand relation between the 
greut Christ spirit aud mortality, be- 
tween tbe divine truth and the exist- 
ence of every man and woman, We 
find that fp each Jife there is something 
touched by the divine heart. We do 
not claim tbat any of these can measure 
God, we do not dream that any of these 
can fully understand that divine and 
eternal principle, but we do know that 
each individual has something within 
his or ber existence that declares to 
them in a manner that though they 
are not capable of expressing all, tbat 
they bave some kinship with this great 
over-ruling suul, this divineSpower that 

keeps all things in harmony, unity and 
strength. In the heights of the Christ 
principle, fn the great truths of divine 
life, in the unfoldment of eo sacred a 
passion, eo divine a life aa His that was 
given to this world, there js a certain 
inking apd joining with every effort

We bave sometimes looked 


back on the bietory of His life, upon the 
persecutions tbat were placed upon 
Him and upon the agonies of His pas- 
sage from this to the next world with a 
feeling of sorrow and regret; but when 
we stop for a few moments and con- 
sider that la this individual, or in the 
history of any of those who have been 
appointed and so brought forth the 
truth’s divine princlples, tbe everlasting 
powers of great love, that could not 
have come to tbe world had His 
life been different, had His death been 
less severe, then we begin to under 
stand, perbaps, why the WNazirene 
must pass through these experiences 
and even ask in the agony of His great 
desire that the last cup of bitterneas 
might be turned from His lips. 

Js it not beyond the ability of man to 
crucify the real Christ? Has that not 
been answered in every age since the 
time of the Nazarene? Though the 
Christs have been crucified so far as 
their physical experience in this world 
are concerned, the resl Christ Hght 
shines out more perfectly, more di 
vinely, it gleams forth still brigbter and 
gradually ehines upon the wandering 
mind of humanity. In the same man- 
ner, might we not say, that the snow 
on the mountain top melts and passes 
down into the stream below, so truth 
constantly feeds and supports those be- 
low. In the great law of nature that 
white spot ti kept exalted and there fs 
always more at the apex of the moun- 
tain, and in the same way the lives of 
the grand and glorious beings, tbe great 
men and women who bave been the 
martyrs of bygone time, and who are 
tbe brave sufferers in the cause of truth 
to day, may be, so far as the physical 
expression is concerned crucified, but 
the eternal Christ spirit is still rising 
aod In the beights of ite own purity 
shines Jike the sun upon the mountain 
aod forever sustains its own true po- 
sition. 

We bave met all manner of narrow 
expressions, the great world has taken 
and narrowed down to its own measure- 
ment this divine and eternal spirit, it 
has taken that which belonged to all 
and tried to claim it for the few, it has 
grasped with Its little hanils aud at- 
tempted to place upon its small altar 
the light of a divine and holy truth. 
But nature in her own msj-sty has un- 
clasped the puvy fingers of iudividuals 
and taught them that their only claim 
to this great Christ principle could be 
through that part which they in their 
lives might exerclse as an especial fact, 
Woierever a man can do a deed for 
others, wherever his heart can turo in 
humility and love toward bis brotber 
man, wherever he cau do the deed that 
ia pure and disinterested for bumanity’s 
sake, that man has just eo much of the 
Christ spirit belonging to bim as bia 
roul may require. Wherever we turn 
from the paths that seem most easy for 
us to travel aod take the way of bitter- 
ness and sorrow that some great good 
may be accomplished, wherever self is 
crucified] for the purpose of good to 
others, thers Js a portion of that true 
Christ spirit as a part of our individ- 
uality. Aperson who renders kindness for 
uokindoesa, whoemiles bravely in the 
face of sneers, and whose heart grows 
tender and like to an angel’s when the 
world seems bitter and against him id 
obtalolog that true Christ Spirit, and eo 
we may give the triumphant answer 
that no matter how man may perse- 
cute, how superstition msy rage, how 
bigotry may bind, the grest Christ 
principle cau;never be cruaified, it will 
stand forth fa its own regal glory, living 
and sbowlog unto all ita true principtes 
of love, of ilfe, of wisdom beyond the 
shadows which drift to day, 

Man is coutloually striving in one 
way and another to grarp great truths 
and bring tbem down to his own small 

measures, We as children attempt al- 
ways to fill our little vessels with seme- 
thing more than they can hold, and 
some of us even, as we grow Into man- 
hood, forget that the measure will only 
hold that wbich belongs to it. There 
ig a great deal that Is crude and grasp- 
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fog. When a man went from these 
eastern lands to the far away west, he 
was told by a miner that he might 
carry off just as much gold as he could 
ift. He secured 8 strong cord and 
then began piling up the yellow, glltter- 
ing metal. Af.er getting a little pile 
he looked at it and measured it and 
thought it was stlil too small, so he 
piled on more, and by and by, when he 
attempted to raise It, be could not. He 
had forgotten its welght in hle great 
greed to obtain so much, and it was 
impossible for him to lift his golden 
treasure. Now, that js the way with 
most of us. We make our measure 
eitber so full or so heavy that it is im- 
possible for us to bear it. When we 
learn this lesson it will teach us per- 
haps to know these great truths of na 
ture and of God. We cannot learn all. 
The great Christ principle is beyond us, 
but in his slow attempts at a true un- 
deratandlog of this, man will begin to 
realizə what belongs to him, he will 
learn that only is that a portion which 
he himself can prepare carefully and 
naturally. 

When we look ‘Into these truths in 
tbis manner our souls begin to grow lu 
atrength, in the sunlight of love we be- 
gin to percelve we can each plan for 
our growth and in this way comes the 
tzue uprising of the divine Christ love. 

‘The real Easter morning is the soul’s 
true awakening from its darkened con- 
ditfous, when we contemplate how small 
how weak we are, and when the humil 
ity of our own nature teaches us of our 
sacred kinship with the divine and eld- 
er brother. When we have learned 
that Corist will rise within us, that He 
will help us out from the pathe of big- 
otry and carnalism into the bright sun- 
shine of a tender love for humanity, it 
will teach us that instead of standing 
where we have stood with the thought 
we have had inthe past that we will 
grow grander and higher, we sball 
learn that we are only common indi- 
viduals, eubject to the same lawa, ca- 
pable of the same mistakes aud virtues 
as our brothers and our sistere, and 
through this tender love and humility 
will ask that our Father will lead us 
into a truly earnest condition and life 
of virtue, S> Instead of mourulng this 
hour, all nature eeems giving her sun- 
light and the suggestion to the world of 
a real resurrection, 

Ua the graves of the past shall dawn 
the light wherever the shadowy forms 
of the departed rise about them—the 
graves of superstition, ignorance, error 
and darkness shall open aud tbe rays of 
a sunlit knowledge, the light of a divine 
truth, the sacredness of immortality 
shall gleam through its shadowy por 
tals until the real Christ spirit, love and 
virtue and kindness, shall stand forth 
in the tenderne:s of Christ’s truth for 
every loving man aod woman. 


The day is past when the narrow 
confines of superstition hold you apy 
longer, you have uot the old time to 
deal with, but the broad new light 
comes with the sunlight of progress, 
witb the benediction of growth aud 
koowledge. The world in which the 
Easter tide shoutd bring to every lov- 
fog heart a glad and natural anewer of 
the truth of immortality, the time 
when we should each dissover that 
the true rising of tbe Chr.st splr 
It Is in the hearts of the indivi 
dual when we should discover that 
Christa love aud tenderness toward 
humauity lẹ fer all, and lostead of 
chooslng a few the hearts of the multi- 
tudes muat be considered as one with 
God, then the great Easter-tide shall 
pass through this land apd other lands 
The day ls come to us when hearts 
strive to underst nd something of the 
great principle of love, aud when, un- 
derlying the ceremonies and pomp, the 
great display and tbe loud eongs of 
barmooy, there cometh to every human 
beart something In regard tothe true 
meaning of the Christ principle.

Nicodemus, it will be remembered, 
wag respectful to his master’s teachings, 
but he came by night, to save his repu- 
tation, but the impressiou on him was 
durable, for it is written that he showed 
himself still interested after the cruci- 
fizion.

Having a 
sitting some time afterward with a pub- 
lic medium (she will be remembered as 
Mary Hardy) Adellue came again and 
made a clear connection with the lun- 
stance referred to in wy own house, the 
medium being a member of my family. 
Adeline identified herself completely at 
the Hardy sittiug, and connecting It 
with the other, made it doubly sure. 
The firat one was by raps, the other the 
medium was io a trauce. I am there- 
fore not only sure it waa a departed 
apirit; but I aw sure it was my sister 
Adeline. Bo, having bad mauy of such 
experiences, cau auy one wonder I am 
attracted by such phenomena?

Freethinkers and Christians who claim 
that it is unreasonable to believe Spiritual- 
ism true without material or tangible 
proofs should be consistent in this philos- 
ophy and not believe the unspiritual accu- 
sations made against it without similar 
proofs. When frauds are committed in 
the name of Spiritualism be sure that 
such persons are recognized by Spiritual- 
iste as one of their number. People pro- 

fessing to be Christiane commit crime 
daily, but does the church recognize them 


matter. We have received facts giving us 
reasons to believe that the spirit world ie 
of a magnetic nature. Probably this is 
synomymous with spiritual nature—the 
inhabitants of that sphere not being affect- 
ed by fire, one of the attributes of matter, 
and as euch is material. 

The ordinary sensations of mortals are 
heat and cold. Those of the freed spirit 
are magnetic, both partaking of the nature 
of the entity or condition they dwell in, 
Mortals have material bodies; then spirits 
should have spiritual or magnetic bodies; 
i, e, individualized gods have material 
bodies while in earth life and magnetic 
bodies while in spirit life. 

Now what is that which has these bod- 
dies? Is it a third principle (called the 
soul), or is the spirit only a higher condi- 
tion of the murtal? If the latter, the spirit 
is a product of matter. But as it has will, 
sensation, intelligence, affzction, etc., it is 
a product of that undefinable something 
already touched upon, and which men in- 
tuitively call God or life. 

What is life? It is infinity. And as 
the finite cannot comprehend the infinite, 
we will never know anything more about 
it than what we can perceive in our own 
being. In other words, we can know no 
more about God than we know of our- 
selves. We know that we have will (force 
or motion); intelligence (high graded sen- 
sation or sensibility); and affecjion or love 
(synomymous with omnipresence or ubiq 
uity), for love is the only attribute whose 
penetrative quality cannot be obstructed 
or impeded, thus partaking of the omni 
present nature of life or God. Thus the 
more love a mortal unfolds, the more pen- 
etrative in soul (clairvoyaut, intultire, 
prophetic, etc,) he becomes. Love in con 
junction with intelligence and will is life 
so far as it is definable. And ae these are 
neither electricity nor matter as we know 
it, they must constitute a third principle; 
and as they are the only ones that can 
make us conscious of a selfhood, they are 
either the ego of the whole, or they are 
the attributes which lends the being called 
man,(both in the material and spiritual or 
magnetic bodies), consciousness, will, af- 
fection, etc. And as these exist in man, 
they, like electricity, must have existed 
before him; for where else should he have 
obtained them from? As the effect so the 
cause. Thus intelligence, will, love, etc., 
must have existed before man, and is 
probably a third grand principle or entity, 
or that infinite something, from which we 
obtained our souls, called Gad--also called 
universal soul. Like man then, the uni- 
verse or space is composed of soul, spirit 
and matter—the latter being the half-way 
station between man’s birth and his re- 
union with God as an individualized being. 
Bat in the union of soul with matter we 
lose sight of one principle and only speak 
of spint and matter,~—in the word spirit 
we virtually meaning soul, and which 
often leads to the controversies and con- 
fusions existing in discoursing on the phir 
losophy of life. Thus apirit (soul) is not 
matter, if we regard the entities aa distinct 
conditions. But if they are one, matter 
may be called soul, spirit, or anything 


which it manifests, just as man, who man- 
ifeste Intelligence, is called an intelligence. 


Everything intelligent is intuitively 
named. Therefore nature has been 
termed God.

We do not convert by simply telling « 
man he is wrong, but by giving him some- 
thing that ie higher and better than what 
he already has. We demanded this form 
of liberty from the church and got it, 
proven by the fact that we are exercising 
it. Let us extend the same to those who 
hold to their Christ until they outgrow 
their errors by the growing and more 
brilliant light of Spiritualism. And by 
individual growth Spiritualism will grow 
in the estimation of the world, This in. 
dividual growth leads to another farm of 
liberty, still higher than the two first- 
named. [It liberates us from our weakness 
ses, deficiencies, envies, prejudices, etc, 
and constitutes the control of mind over 
matter. When this is accomplished we 
have attained the highest liberty on this 
mundane sphere. In connection with this 


we conquer the arch enemy of mankind 
known as death. He who knows himself, 
understands the nature of God, or divine 
law, This constitutes the proof of immor- 
tality; for with self culture our interior 
vision is opened to the glories and beauties 
of a higher life.—After each lecture sube 
jects for poems were given by members im 
the audience, upun which Mre.

The old Hatch mansion at Astoria, L. 
L, which for years was the Mecca for a 
large circle of Spiritualiste and mediums, 
who were the welcome guests of its own- 
er, Asa L. Hatch, has within the last few 
days been entirely dismantled, its hand- 
some furnishings naving passed under the 
hammer of the auctioneer. Upon the 
very table where responsive tappings from 
spirit land had often been heard, the auc- 
tioneer tapped his hammer. 

Mr. Hatch, who had become wealthy as 
a railroad operator in St. Louis, came east 
soon after the civil war, and purchased 
the mansion, which stands on a knoll on 
the banks of the East River, directly op- 
posite Randall's Island. He installed 
his wife and dauglıter, a beautiful girl of 
nineteen, who dred some fitteen years ago. 
his wife following her to the grave a few 
years later, Mr. Hatch and his family 
became acquainted with the Fox sisters, 
the mediums, and before long were most 
enthusiastic believers in Spiritualism. Mr. 
Hatch had a handsome cabinet made for 
ths use of the spirits in their manifesta- 
tions. Every medium of note in the 
United States hau at one time or another 
been a guest at the Hatch mansion. Mr. >
